ADMITTED SHOOTING HER. 


Testimony Which Knocks a Hole in the 
Delusions Set Up by the 
Defense. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

JJNION, Mo., Aug. 12.—To-day begins the 
third week of the Duestrow trial, and the 
fight is becoming more intense. Both sides 
are straining every nerve, with the ad- 
vantage up to this time not much on either 
side, and yet if Circuit Attorney Zachritz 
can get Edward G. Eggling, Jr., to telf all 
he knows it looks as though he would make 
a terrific break in the defense’s case. Egg- 
ling has already testified once in the case 
and was a witness for the State. For 
reasons of his own he held back some very 
sensational information, which later came 
to the Circuit Attorney, and in consequence 
of which Regung has been again sub- 


poenaed. 

In the presentation of the State's case 
in chief, Eggling testified that he met 
Duestrow the night before the homicide in 
front of Von der Burg’s saloon on La- 
fayette avenue. Duestrow had a bundle un- 
der his arms, which he said was a magic 
lantern for his boy. He told Eggling that 

was going to take it home end then 

back down town. The witness told 

he should remain at home with his 

wife, and with that Duestrow sprang on 

an uptown car, saying, I'll get rid of that 
— — some day.” 

Gov. Johnson’s cross-examination of the 
witness was very brief and he was then 
excused. He got out of Union as quickly 
as possible. 


Yesterday evening he happened to meet a 
friend of Zachritz on the street cars in St. 
Louis, and conversation drifted to the Dues- 


case.

Eggling then went on to give the substance 
of the conversation he had with Duestrow 
in the jail a few days before coming to Union 
this last time. It was just the kind of evi- 
dence the State wan and the Circuit At- 
torney’s friend lost no time in hunting him 
up with the result that Eggling wes imme- 
diately subpoenaed and brought to Union 
on last night’s train. 

His story is this: About July 18 Gov. 
Johnson sent for him and asked him what 
he knew of the Duestrow case; among other 
things inquiring if Duestrow owed him any 
money, as Eggling had been his plumber, 
Eegling then told him in substance what he 
testified to here. Gov. Johnson asked him 
to visit Duestrow and Eggling consented to 
do so. He went to the jail and Duestrow, 
when he saw him, said: 

Hello, Gus, what do you know?” 

Nothing,“ was the response. Gov. John- 
son said you would like to see me.“ 

“Are you after money? 

No, I've got a few dimes. I just wanted 
to see how you are getting on.“

not dead and that his wife was not treating 
him right by keeping away from the court- 
room.

Dr. J. W. Smith of St. Louis testified 
to having known Duestrow at the Missouri 
Medical Colllege. They were classmates 
there, Duestrow was irregular, inattentive 
and careless. He saw nothing peculiar about 
him. Witness believed him sane at the 
time he was in the medical coll 

Wiliam Lannigan, street car conductor on 
the Chouteau avenue cable line seven years 
ago, testified to havi known Duestrow by 
reason of the latter’s riding on the car. One 
night witness and Duestrow had a wrang 
Duestrow pulled a revolver,. but did not 
shoot and witness threw off the car. 
A few days later Duestrow apologized and 
explained that the revolver was glass and 
made to carry liquor. 

Court then adjourned until 1:30 p. m.

MUCH THIRD TERM IN II. 


But Some Think the Shrewd New 
Yorker Has Another Candidate 
uin Mind.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 12.-—The 
striking interview with Wm. C. Whitney 
which appeared Sunday morning has acted 
as a sort of a head-wind on political sails in 
Washington. What he says is interesting, 
and yet every Democratic politician is try- 
ing to read between the lines. In these days 
of coy statesmen, a Presidential possibility 
is obliged to make a sworn affidavit that he 
is not a candidate, that he would not accept 
the nomination if unantmously tendered to 
him, nor the office if elected to it, before the 
incredulous ones will believe that he means 
a declination. Mr. Whitney is regarded as a 
strong Presidential possibility, and yet his 
interview has more third term in it than 
has appeared in the public utterance of any 
prominent man in the last twelve months.

Zimmermann’s Life Was Crushed Out 


on a Pile of Rock and Gallagher 
Is in the Hospital 


Joseph Zimmerman and Edward Galla- 
gher, employes of the Thompson & Gray 
Sewer Pipe Works, boarding at 748 North 
Broadway, wound up a Sunday spree by 
going to sleep on the coping of a stone cul- 
vert over Gin Grass Creek, near the house 
where they lived. While asleep, they rolled 
off the culvert and tumbled twenty feet 
onto the rocky bed of the creek. Zimmer- 
man is dead and in the Morgue and Galla- 
gher is at the City Hospital.

A cable was re- 
ceived this morning from Capt. Newell, 
commanding the Detroit, announcing his 
arrival to-day at Pagoda, which is an an- 
chorage about nine miles below the city of 
Foo Chow. Abother cable was received 
from Admiral Carpenter announcing his 
departure from Nagasaki for Che Foo, 
China. Che Foo is the nearest and best 
port for communication with the Ameri- 
can Minister at Peking. The Department 
has again to-day cabled Admiral Carpen- 
ter regarding matters in China and vis- 
ing him to keep in close and constant com- 
munication with Minister Denby.’’ 

The dispatch from Minister Denby is of 
very little importance in the way of fur- 
nishing information, but indicates that the 
American Minister does not share the views 
of other citizens in China who think that 
reprisals should be made. It is claimed 
that all that could be done by the depart- 
ment has been done, unless the policy of 
the department and the Government should 
be to hostilities every time there 
was any trouble with American citizens in 
any foreign land.

Police Captain Campbell Says He Has 
Nothing to Fear. 

Acoording to Police Captain Campbell of 
the Sixth District. Mrs. N. C. Midgett has 
no reason to fear for the safety of her 
son, P. G. Midgett, who was the chief 
witness against George Frison, the negro 
who killed Malcolm McDonald with a base 
ball bat at the Fair Grounds about two 
months ago.

the Ordinance. 


The boulevard special tax bin will not 
be paid without resistance by the abutting 


property owners, and it is likely the courts 
be invoked for a d on as to the 


constitutionality of the boulevard ordinance 
and the sfecial taxes that go with it. 
boulevard ordinance was passed in 
1892. Among other things it was supposed 
to guarantee the following special privi- 
leges not enjoyed by ordinary thorough- 
fares: — 
That only light driving should be per- 
mitted; heavy hauling to be made unlawful. 
That the houses should be used only for 
1 business of all kinds being under 


e 
That the building une should be thirty 
feet back of the street line. 

That shade trees should be planted and 
special ligh privileges extended. 

— — of these provisions have been 
knocked out by the courts. In the case 
against Dorr & Zeler, who opened a store 
on their own property on Washington ave- 
nue, Judge iborne declared that a law 
could not divest @ man of the right to use 
his own property for any lawful purpose 
he saw fit, and he decided against the city. 
A man on West Pine boulevard violated two 

rovisions of the ordinance by building & 

lacksmith shop on his property, and bulld- 
ing it within the thirty feet limit. That 
case was carried to the Supreme Court and 
the decision was against the city. A man 
arrested for driving a heavy wagon over a 
boulevard was discharged by Judge Clai- 
borne on the ground that boulevards are 
like other streets, and open to any class 
of vehicles. The Supreme Court has not 
passed on this provision. 

In addition to these adverse decisions 
the property-owners allege that the city 
bas failed to plant shade trees, except in 
A few instances, and that no special lighting 
privileges have been enjoyed. 

Under these/ curcumstances the property 
owners are combining to fight the special 
bills which were issued July: 24 and will be 
delinquent Sept. 24. The Boulevard Associa- 
tion will take hold of the matter. Their po- 
sition is that the special tax bills constitute 
a heavy burden, and that by court decisions 
and the city’s non-compliance with the 
terms of the ordinance the boulevards have 
been deprived of all the exclusive privi- 
leges contemplated. 

he city’s position, briefly stated, is that 
as long as the ordinance is in force the tax 
bills must be levied; that the property own- 
ers have only paid for improvements act- 
ually made, and that their only remedy is 
either in the courts or by repeal of the ordi- 
nance. 

Comptroller Sturgeon said! ‘‘This depart- 
ment has nothing to do with the matter 
except to issue the tax bills, and that we 
must do as long as the ordinance is in 
force. We cannot pass upon the constitu- 
tionality of the ordinance. That the courts 
must do, and the only way is for the tax- 
Payers assessed to go into court.“ 

City Counselor Marshall said: ‘These 
are not really tax bull at all, although 
called so, They are achessments. A tax 
bill is levied by the government to meet the 
expenses of government. These bills are 
assessments based on the cost of special 
improvements made in certain localities. 
The city contracts with A to do certain 
work on a certain boulevard. The city pays 
for the contractor. Then the city assesses 
B, C and D their proportionate share of 
their work done according to the frontage 
of their property. The cost of the work is 
the basis of the assessment, so they pay 
only for the actual improvements made. 
The facts that the courts have decided one 
or more provisions of the ordinance creat- 
ing boulevards unconstitutional does not 
affect the ordinance, nor exempt tbe prop- 
erty-owners from paying for work done on 
them. No official of the city government 
is authorized to declare an ordinance un- 
constitutional. As long as the ordinance is 
not declared invalid by the courts it is the 
— duty of the officials to abide by it. 
e only remedy is for the property-owners 
to enjoin the city from collecting the tax 
bills, and so secure a judicial determination 
of the issue.“ 
Col. McMath, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, said: ‘‘Nearly all 
of these boulevards were created on peti- 
tion of the property ewners, who wanted 
to enjoy special privileges. Whenever they 
have come to me to discuss this tax matter 
I have said, ‘Whenever you get tired of 
living on a boulevard, and of paying special 
taxes for the privilege, just get up a peti- 
tion to have the ordinance creating your 
boulevard repealed, and put it on a par with 
other streets.’ 
“I cannot see how we can avoid issuing 
the tax bills so long be tht ordinance stands 
unrepealed.
